Up to yesterday Mr, James M, Bcover, of
Camden, occupied an enviable pocition In the
eyes of the citizens of both New Jersey and
our own State. When people spoke of him
they talked of him as a rising man—a man of
ability, honesty,” and one whose doctrines
were conslstznt with the views ol the popular
mind. They thousht him a man of principle,
and there was no position in his native State
to which he might not have hopefully aspired,
But, truly, no one knows what a day may

bring forth, The man who yesterday
was universally honored lor his pro-
bity, his fidelity, his , principles, to-day

appears In a light In which one could only
wish his bitterest enemy to bo seen. His
offense may be summed up in the simple
nssertion that he bolted. To a man not versed
in politics, and one who s not a strict par-
tisan; there may appenr no crime so very
heirouvs in such behavior; bat if the matter
is examined in the proper light, no one can
{ail to feel contempt for the man who for ex-
traneous reacons will adopt such a course as
that selected by Mr. Scovern. He was
chosen by the people of Camden because of
his avowed adherence to the doctrines of
the Republican party. He was elected by
them as their standard-beaver, and when he
succeeded in defeating his opponent the decla-
ration went forth that Camden had lent her
power to strengthen the Unlon party, Had
be hinted that when he visiled the capital he
would vote with the Democrats in op position
to his brother Republicans, there cun be no
question but rhat he ‘would never have been
gent to represent our neighbors over the
river,

When he accepied of their nomination he
pledged himselt by his action to act, on all
purely political questions, on purely party
grounds. Yet bow hias he fu'filled that pledge ?
When the fate of the most important bill ever
introduced into the United States Sevate
depends upon the arvival oi & Seaator from
New Jersey, and when the Union men desired
to reap the advantage they had gained in
carrying the State,and throw the [ruits of
the victory in the parly scule, Jasss M,
ScoveLnL voted with the Copperhead mem-
bers, and by his vote indeflnite!y postponed
the choice of a gentleman to the vacant vosi-
tion, which, but tor his defretion, woald have
been filled immediately, and the Senator have
been already on his way to the capltal,

What reason does he ussign for thus violat-
ing all the agreements of the past, thus for-
foiting his word, and losing all that the hard-
fought battle in Camden had gained tha purty ?
He says he is opposed to a certain man who
may get the nomination. That has nothing
whatever to do with the case. It was his
duty to support whoever received the caucus
nomination, Had he entered that body and
striven to sccure the success ol his candidate,
he would have done his whole duty. Surely
the party was not bound to defer to him as to
who should be their choice. Again, he says
that he believes Mr. J, P. SToukTON was
entitled to bis seat. The United States Sen-
ate has decided otherwise, and it was Mr,
ScoveL’s business to flll the vacancy so far
as in his power lay. But why dwell on these
petly excuses? They are merely the allegad
causes. Thoy are merely pretenses.

So far as we can see, his conduci can only
be imputed to & desire to secure the position
for himse!f. We have had a similar insfance
in our city government a few years since,

when a gentleman would vote ouly for his |
brother-in-law for clerk, and the similarity ol |

the cases suggests the probability ol there
being & personal ambition i Mr, ScovEL's
action. If he hopes to bring the party to
tarms by such a course, he will ba disap-
pointed. We beg the members rather to let
the wvacancy remain uofllled than chooss a
man who would take such an untair advao-
tage of the diflicultics of the party. Although
it may delay the election of a Republican, it
cannot secure the choice of a Democrat; and
the conduct of Mr, ScoveL will only result
to his own disgrace, without succeeding In
any of his ambitious aims, or carrying out any
of his dishonorable schemes,

We publish on our first page to-day an edito-
rial from the Daily Gazelle of Trenton, the
Btate organ of the parly, which gives a good
idea of the centiments of the Unlonlsts of New
Jersey.

Street Cleansing.

We observe that the new contyactors of street
cleaning bave commenced his work in earnest,
and are making declded improvements in the
general appearance of our streets. We are
gratified to observe this energetic commence-
ment of a good work. ‘There is great need
for caution and care during the coming sum-
mer, The pestilence is on its march, and we
know not at what moment we may be In the
grasp of the destroyer. Itis true that she
most perfect sanitary and quarantine mea-
sures have not always served to stay the pro-
gress of disease, but cleanliness both In muni-
cipal and individual affairs will go far to miti-
gate the violence and obstinacy of the attacks.

A remark made in private converastion by
one of our most eminent Philadelphia physl-
clans, s worthy of attention by those who

have the healthful condition of our ity in
charge, Ho says that we do not apply the
Inbor of cleansing at the right points. We
are careful to keep the broad business avenues,
sach as Market and Broad streets, in fine
order, while the narrow, conflned byways
alleys, and courts are filled with all mauner
of unclennnesy, He aflirma that in the wider
streets the agtlon of the currents of the air
I8 to raige and disperse the noxlows vapors ns
rapid'y as they are formed, and litile or no
danger ls to be apprehended (rom such lozall-
ties; but in dark, murky, crooked slleys,
where every speciea of corraption festers and
rots, there are no balmy breezes to bear away
the malaria that scatters death to all aroand,
It is from these contres that confazious
and epidemic discases spread, rendering
great cities vast Golgothas. It is of the
utmost fmporiance tbat these plague spols
| and lazar-houses shoald be thoroughly in-
| spected, and, I possible, purified. In some of
| the streets down town there nre fiithy dens
where crime, viee, destitution, want, hunger,
and shame have driven hundreds into misera.
| bl¢ garrets and cellars, where their condition
15 inflnitely worse than that of the swine.
When disease broaks out in such loealities it
is beyond the power of the most skiliul (eech
to stay its course, The very air they broathe
is lnden with death, and it is to such localities
ag these that the cleansing operations should
be most especially devotad. A thorough ablu
tion of the down-town alleys is very much
| needed just now, for some of them aie very
offensive to the olfactory organs. Tom Hoop
asseris that he recognized seventy distinct
| smells in the city of Cologne; and Bedford,
[ St. Mory, and Little Pine streots are nearly
as rich in the multiplieation of their odors.
|  The Board of Health should seize the pre-
| sent opportune moment, when our city is
' comparatively free from diseae, and while
| 1abor is plenty, to urge upon our City Coan-
| ¢ils the necessity of proper measures to keep
us free from calamity and death. A moderate
sum of money judiciously expended just now
’I may save milllons of treasure and many valu-
able lives. To walt until the demon ia at our
gaies, and then, driven by panic, rush into all
; manper of needless and improvident expendi-
| ture, is simply to be “penuy wise and pound
| foolish.” 'lhe work oughi to be get abou!
immedintely, and when the plan is perfectad
it should be pleced in the hands of intelli-
gent executive officers, with sufficient means
at thelr disposal to do the work efficiently
and thoroughly. With proper prudential
{ precautions there is ro good reason why the
health of our city should not remain during
the summer in as good a condition as it is at
present,

The Sabbath Law,

zs toI stlow the running ol' siveer cars un that
av,'

This wuas adopted by a vote of twenty-
three yeas to seven nays. So decided an ex-
pression of legislative sentimeut in favor of
| preserving the sanculy of the Lord's day
| must afford the rizht-thinking and right-feel-
| ing portion of this communiiy infinite satis-
} faction, and it may also encourage the hope

that the effort to establish in Philadelphia a

French Sunday is, so far at least as the Legis-
|latum is concerned, flna'ly killed. It is,
| nevertheless, proposed to submit to tho vote
| of the people of this city the question whether
| or not Sunday travel on the intramural pas-
! senger wailways shall be allowed. It is by no
| means certain that the propocition in this

form will meet with the favor of the State
l Assembly, But if it should, then the friends
| of a Christian Sabbath will bave to do all
| that they may properly do, to prevent

that being done by popular sufirage which

the Representstives of the entire Common-
| 'wealth have refused to legalize, In the mean-
| while let them feel encoaraged to go forward
| in the good work with all neediul earpest-
ness and energy, by the success they have
thus far achieved, and trast the cause of
morality, religion, and social order to the
virtue and good sense of the people.

INVESTIGATE THE GAS Wonrks, — The
people of our city will yield a heariy endorse-
ment to the action of the Select Council yes
terday, when, on motion of Colonel JAmus
Paag, it waa redolved to appoint & special
committes of five, with power to inves-
tigate the management of the Gas Works.
There has been for some time a continual
expression of doubt in regard to the fact
whether the parties having control of the
works were regulatiug them in a proper
manner. 1he aciion of Councils will tand to
do away with all this feeling of uneasiness
and distrust. 1f the Board of Trusices have
| properly governed the matters given
into their bands, then the examina-
tion will only redound to their credit; and
they sbould not only bs willing, but should
absolutely court invesiigation. If they have
misapplied thelr power, then it is a duty
whieh the Couneils owe to our eit!zens to see
| that such actions be lwmediately exposed

and the evil corrccted. There 18 no depart-

ment under our city Goverament which is
i not open to investigation, and wo can see no
| reason why the Gas trost should be a secret
1 concern, There are no mystaries to be re-
vealed. We suppose that the mannfacture of
gas Is not like that oijthe mysterious “Greek
| fire,” the means of its formation belng neces-
sarily concea’ed, The object of the resolution
of Colonel PAGe, which was ably supported
by Councilmin GRAY, Is to examine the
finances, and not the chemistry of the Board,
and we gee no good reason why amy should
| object to such an action.

THE VETO MESSAGE.

Possible Fallure ef Senate to Pas the
Civil Rights Bill Over the Veto.
Special Despateh te New York Herald.

Wassanaron, March 20, —The probable result
ol the vote on the veio of the Civil Rights bill is
#1ll the great topic here. The radioals have
censed their orowing about being able to over-
tide thesvpio, and have tound that the posipone-
ment of the vole has seriously da their
chances for passing the bill over the veto, It 38
now ge Iy conceded that the necesary two-
thirds vote cannot be pecored n the Bonate if
Benator Dixon is abie to be present, which st
present appears cerlaln.

Hig prerence will secure soventeen votes for
sustaining the veto, there being only fifty with
s full Senate atter Stockton's and Fool's soc-
cessors are olected,  There 18 no hopo for the
radicals, exoeg_t] in the sickness of two of the
other side, wre 18, therefore, less intorest
taken to-day in the vesult of the action of the
New Jersey Legislatore, It i imporient, how-
ever, aa the present dwability of two, conserva-
tive Senators throws a doobt on their being
able to be present,

The best judges of the position of affairs hore
consider that there I8 no doubt ol the result,
and that the velo will be sustained iv the Senate,
The Pre-ident was in grewt doubl yesterday, but
has no lear of the result to-day, The whole ailair
has taken a different turn to-day, and there is &
htronﬁcprobnhallty that one of the most promi
nent Senstors who voted 1o override the veto of
the Freedman's Bureau will be foond on the Pre-
sident’s side when this vote is taken,

A oconsidernble delegaton of radical New
Yorkers arnvived in the city yeaterday snd to-day
in the hope of contribuiing In some way to the
parsng of the Civil Rights bill over the Presi-
dent's velo, Frominent among them are some
old commercial t1idnds of Senuntor Morgan, who
are not without hope ol influencing him to
abandon bis support of the Administrution, and
add bis voice and vote lo the radical phalanx,
It was confidlently nsserted on the street this
merning that they would succeed in winning
him buck to the radical ranks. But this evening
tells n dutforent tale, Nothiug can move him,
and the beriezers have abandoned the uncer
tuking.

Bome capital was also undertaken to be manu-
factured by circulating the report that Mr, Wil
liam Orton, now here, was also in deadly oppo-
gition to the veto, Mr. Orton has beon a Presi-
dentisl defender in Union leagues and elsewhere
since his retirement from the Internal Reveoue
Bureav, and il he could bebmughttoopenlr
oppose Mr, Johnson in this crisis it was consi-
dered as at least one point scored in the game of
intimidation sought to be ticed op such as
were thought to be weakened or undecided.
There is thus far no evidence that Mr, Orton has
lent himeelfl to such uses,

The most reliable expression now is that there
is no doubt whatthe Presudent’s veio will be sus-
wmined fn the Seuate.
